A  Man  of 
Learning!  A  fine  Compliment  to  that  Royal 
Perfonage,  who  has  vouchfaf’d  to  diftinguifh 
Dr.  Thomson,  and  whofe  Favour  Ihou’d 
have  fcreen’d  him  from  the  Infults  of  your 
Outrage,  without  any  Influence  in  the  Me¬ 
rits  of  the  Caufe!  We  have  been  told  indeed, 
Ingenuas  didicijfc  fidelitcr  artes ,  emollit  mores . 
This  Effed  of  foftening  the  Difpofition,  po- 
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lifting  the  Manners,  in  vain.  Sir,  do  we  exteft 
from  your  Erudition. 

You  introduce  your  Chain  of  Scurrility, 
with  the  modeft  Pretence,  not  to  afperfe  but 
to  inform.

You,  who 
among  your  Titles  dont  fo  much  as  pre¬ 
tend  to  be  a  Member  of  that  Learned  Body, 
What  Right  have  you  to  fpeak  tor  them, 
to  be  the  Mouth  of  the  Faculty?  Whom  I 
defy  (as  you  fet  up  for  a  Critic)  to  pro¬

How 
you  have  oblig’d  both  Sexes,  by  advertiiing 
the  Abode  of  fo  eminent  a  Pradiitioner ! 

Thus  far  my  Exordium;  wherein  if  I  have 
the  Happinefs  to  recommend  myfelf  by  the 
rotundity  of  my  Periods,  and  the  propriety 

of  my  Diftion,  to  a  Critic  of  D - r  D - s’s 

nice  and  diftinguifliing  Tafte  in  Stile;  learn- 
eftly  entreat  that  Mirror  of  Science;  that 
Quinteflence  of  Chymical  and  Galenical  Know¬ 
ledge  in  whom  the  Learning  of  all  ancient 
all  modern  Times,  is  concentrated ;  on  whofe 
enlightned  Brain  benign  Apollo  lheds  his 
milder  Influence,  by  whofe  Mouth  his  fa¬ 
vourite  Sons,  the  Phyfical  Worlds  difpenfe  their 
Sentiments;  this  wonderful  Perfon  I  entreat 
not  to  rob  me  of  the  Honour  of  my  Stile, 
maiicioufly  impute  to  another  Pen,  what 

he 
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he  thinks  too  bright  for  mine,  as  he  has 
ferv’d  Doctor  Thomtoh,  who  is  charg'd 
with  all  the  pretended  Nonfenfe  of  his  Pam¬ 
phlet,  but  is  oblig’d  to  furrender  up  his  Claim 
to  the  Stile  and  Di&ion,  where  it  happens 
to  pleafe,  he  being  unable  to  write  Senfe 
when  he  writes  Phyfic ;  an  Expreffion  of  your 
own  coining,  of  the  fame  Propriety  with 
your  Phyfic al  World . 

Now,  Sir,  for  Bufinefs:  You  fay,  p.  9.  Doc¬ 
tor  Thomson  diluted  with  many  Liquors ; 
among  the  ref  with  Milk  and  Water ,  and 
Milk  Porridge .  Before  you  open’d  your 
heavy  Charge,  againft  thefe  Diluters,  you  had 
afted  but  the  Part  of  a  fair  Enemy,  a  can¬ 
did  Adverfary,  if  you  had  mention’d  thofe 
many  Liquors,  which  you  don’t  pretend  to 
blame;  which  were  fo  many,  and  fo  well 
adapted  to  the  Cafe,  that  they  might  atone 
for  the  Error,  as  they  wou’d  obviate  the 
Damage  of  one  Liquor  improperly  direfted: 
But  you  have  fupprefs’d  one  Part  of  the 
Paragraph,  and  mif-reprented  the  reft,  that 
you  might  fix  your  Charge  the  better:  Barley* 
Water,  common  Whey,  Milk  and  Water, 
Whey  turn’d  with  Cremor  Tartar  or  Juice 
of  Orange,  were  the  common  Liquors  Doc¬ 
tor  Thomson  thought  proper  to  dilute 
with;  for  Diet,  Sago,  Gruels,  Panado,  Oat* 

meal 
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Vf. 

meal  Caudle,  roafted  Apples,  Milk  Porridge, 
(he  did  not  pretend  to  dilute, ,  with  Milk 
Porridge)  You  ask,  But  whoever  heard,  retlcf' 
or  faw,  Milk  and  Water,  Milk  Porridge 
order’d  in  an  acute  Fevers  Dr.  Sangrado 
anfwers,  he  has  read  of  its  being  order’d  $ 
that  he  can  juftify  it  by  good  Authority, 

and  that  he  will  inform  D - r  D— — s  where 

he  may  alfo  fee  and  read  it;  and  for  hear- 
lng  of  it,  he  appeals  to  the  common  Pra&ice 
of  giving  Apples  arid  Milk,  and  Milk  Por- 
t  d  ;e  in  the  Small  Pox', 

f  o it  ask  Dr.  *J.  komson  if  he  does  not 
kno.i,  I  hat  Mine  is  prepar  d  Chyle  and  turns, 
into  Nourifhment .  fooner  than  any  Liquid 
whatever?  How  can  you  expeffc  poor  Mr 
Profyndic ,  that  does  not  underftand  the  fifft 
Rudiments  of  Pra&ice,  has  no  Knowledge  of 
Medicine  or  Difeafes,  llioit’d  be  able  to  an* 
fwer  fuch  knotty  Queflions?  But  pray.  Sir, 
to  anfwer  one  Queftion  by  another;  Was 
the  Patient  to  be  ftarv’d?  Was  he  to  have 
no  Nourifhment  during  his  Fever?  A  Patient 
accuftom’d,  as  we  may  fdppofe,  to  a  foil 
Diet?  If  he  was  to  have  any  to  fupport 
him  under  the  necelfary  Evacuations,  what 
fo  proper  as  Chyle  ready  prepar’d?  As  a 
Liquid  that  turns  fo  foon  to  Nourifhment? 
That  is  therefore  light  and  of  an  eafy  Di* 
•  .  B  geftion} 
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geftion ;  of  a  foft  cooling  Nature,  putting 
£  leaft  Strefs  upon  the  feveral  Organs,  to 
’^(jggsilate  it,  nor  difturbing  the  animal  Powers 
.  their  Employment  of  concofting  the  mor¬ 
bific  Matter,  and  preparing  it  for  Digeftion: 
Where  the  Circulation  is  flow  and  languid 
and  the  Cafe  requires  Nourifhment,  you  fay 
Phyficians  prefcribe  Milk:  Do  they  prefcribe 
Milk  in  a  Dropfy,  wherein  the  Circulation 
is  languid,  and  the  extenuation  of  the  fupe~ 
rior  Extremities  may  feem  to  call  for  Nou- 
riihment?  In  ray  Opinion,  a  languid  Circu¬ 
lation  indicates  the  ufe  of  Medicines  of  more 
active  Principles  5  Ailringents,  and  Stimulants 
are  better  adapted  to  fuch  a  Cafe,  As  to 
HeCtics,  a  flownefs  in  the  Circulation  does 
not  appear  to  be  a  neceflary  Symptom  of  that 
Difeafe,  how  much  foe ver  they  may  require 
Nourifhment,  the  want  of  which,  is  moft 
unlikely  to  proceed  from  a  too  quick  Circulation 

Let  me  entreat  you,  Sir,  before  you  oblige 
the  Phyfical  World  writh  your  Aphorifms,  to 
view  well  your  Pofitions  on  all  Sides,  and 
guard  your  Doftrine  again!!  Objections:  As 
to  the  prefent  Cafe,  we  can  produce  fomc 
that  have  ventur'd  upon  Milk  and  Water, 
where  the  Circulation  is  quick  j  in  the  Small 
Pox,  in  Haemorrhages  and  Fevers:  As  to  Milk, 
pr  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  that; 

*  you 
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you  having  been  guilty  of  an  ignoratio 
Elenchi,  or  rather  having  artfully  chang  d  t>  e 
Queftion,  and  fubftituted  Milk,  for  R^ik  and 
Water ;  and  with  the  fame  Jufhce  might 
have  attack’d  Wine,  if  Sack  W  hey  had  been 
mention’d;  or  call’d  a  Man  a  Dram-drinker, 
for  taking  a  Glafs  of  Punch. 

But  as  every  Man  has  a  Right  to^  the 
moft  favourable  Interpretation,  fo  our  Bufi- 
nefs  now  is  only  to  juftify  Milk  when  qua- 
lify’d  with  three  Parts  Water,  according  to 
a  well  known  Method.  Had  you  therefore 
produc’d  Hippocrates  with  his  Lac  fra:- 
bere  febriculojis  malum.  Book  v.  Aphonfm 
64.  Had  you,  I  fay,  hurl’d  that  dseacLul 
Weapon,  an  Aphorifm,  at  our  Heads,  we 
eou’d  have  quench’d  the  fiery  Dart,  with 
fo  large  a  Quantity  of  Water.

To  fum  up  this  important  controverfy ;  You 
defy  Mr  Profyndic ,  of  the  Univeriity  of 
Padua,  to  Ihew  any  Authority,  ancient  or 
modern,  to  juftify  him  in  this  Article  of 
giving  Milk,  (which  he  did  not  do)  and 
Milk  Porridge  in  acute  Fevers.  Dr.  Sah¬ 
ara  do  takes  up  the  Gauntlet,  accepts  your 
doughty  Challenge,  and  enters  the  Lift  arm  d 

with  the  Authority  of  Sydenham,  Harris 

and  Boerhaavi,  venerable  Names!  not  be- 
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low  I) — r  D - s' s  Notice,  as  they  ar| 

fe  above  his  Commendations.

The  English  Hippocrates,  (as  he  is 
Ail’d  by  Boerhaave )  p.  204,  Edit.  L.  B.  1726, 
speaking  of  a  violent  Inflamation  attending  an 
anomalous  fort  of  Small  Pox,  fays,  that  the  Sue 
Cefs  of  the  Cure  turn’d  upon  this  Angle  Point,  ut 
pluribus  f. id  hue  repagulh  Jifieretur  effirknata 
fanguinis  ebullitio ;  id  autetn  tnaxitne  efficteba- 
tur  (pojl  Hypnotica  ditto  mode  exhibita)  re- 
ghnine  temper  ato  indalgsndo  fcilicet  <egro  ufam 
Uberaliorem  liquoris  alicujus  qui  mn.  eum  ex- 
talefaceret  fed  potius  fermdijfmm  if  am  eejhim 
Ulico  commitigaret.  What  were  the  Liquors  he 
iifed  to  comply  with  this  Indication,  hut  the 
Decottum  album ,  &  Hydrogala,  ex  tribus  aquee 
pariil us  If  lattis  una  /mill  cottis?  which  he 
fays,  3  *gri  palato ,  3  votis  magis  ut  phrimum , 
tefrigerando  nfpondit.  And  again,  p.  £36,  Edit 
L.  B.  1726,  where  he  is  endeavouring  to  guard 
again!!  the  Dangers  of  a  hot  Regimen,'  in 
another  anomalous  fort  of  Small  Pox,  he 
tells  us,  UjU/Ti  aqu<£  cum  latte  coed  a? ,  ccrevoijt(g 
tenuis,  aut  Liquoris  alterius  ■ /mills  liberaliprem 
concedendo ,  penes  me  erat  internum  fanguinis 
prgafmum  freenarei  where  you  may  obferve 
how  far  that  excellent  Author  was  from 
imagining  the  exhibition  of  Mill?  and  Wa- 
t#r  the  direft  way  to  encreafe  a  Fever.  Page 
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2S4,  in  an  H&morrhagy  from  the  Nofe,  he  fay*, 

eum  hie  mihi  fcopum  propono ,  ut  fangutnis  fervor 
nimius  atque  ebullitio^  fronts  omnibus  compefcattir , 
ejufque  impetus  alio  vertatur.  For  this  End, 
arter  bleeding,  he  orders  viftum  refrigerant 
tem  atque  incrajfantem  :  ut  aqti &  font  ana:  par - 
tes  tres ,  l aft  is  ^  unam  Jimul  c  off  as ,  et  frigid e 
hauriendas . 

Harris,  in  the  Preface  of  the  Appendix 
to  Lemery’s  Chymifry,  fays,  A  draught  of 
Milk,  and  Water  will  do  her  (Nature)  good 
to  the  very  Hearty  when  her  Fun  ft  ions  .  are 
diflurbff  and Jhe  pants  for  burning  Heat . 

BoerhaavIj  whofe  Fame  has  penetrated 
the  thick  Darknefs  of  Turkiih  Ignorance, 
even  to  the  obtaining  a  Tranflation  of  his 
Aphorifms,  if  not  by  the  Mufti  himfelf,  at 
lead  by  his  Directions;  amongf  his  Diure¬ 
tics,  p.  1 38,  of  his  Materia  Me  die  a^  inferts 
watry  Milk,  e.  g.  three  Parts  Water,  as 
alfo  fkim’d  Milk;  and  again,  p,  139,  the 
fame,  as  proper  Drinks  in  a  febrile  Thirfh 

Thus  tar  this  trifling  Controverfy;  in  which 
I  have  fully  anfwer’d  your  -  Challenge,  as  to 
modern  Authorities,  and  vindicated  the  Re¬ 
putation  of  Milk  and  Water  as  a  Diluter ;  and 
to  befure  you  can  have  no  Objeftion  to 

Oatmeal, 
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Oatmeal,  when  it  is  converted  into  Milk  Por¬ 
ridge,  and  become  part  of  che  Patients  Diet. 
As  to  Milk  alone,  you  are  guilty  of  a  down¬ 
right  Mifreprefentation,  and  have  t*  "s 

brought  it  into  difpute ;  and  as  I  have  hero  re 
obferv’d,  you  might  as  well  quarrel  with 
Sack  Whey,  by  reafon  of  the  fmall  propor¬ 
tion  of  Wine  therein. 

After  this  Challenge,  you  entertain  us 
with  a  fmall  Piece  of  Criticifm,  ( a  Pro¬ 
vince  you  feem  incapable  of,)  upon  that 
Expreflion,  cc  A  Sweating  had  begun  in  the 
cc  Night’”  But  you  will  afford  me  other 
Opportunities  of  difplaying  your  Skill  in 
Criticifm,  therefore  I  fhall  for  the  prefeat 
purfue  you  thro5  your  next  Allertion, cc  1  hat 
<c  a  judicious  Phyfician  wou’d  have  {thought 
cc  him  the  better  for  his  beginning  to  fweat, 
<c  and  would  have  order'd  him  fuch  Medi¬ 
ae  cines,  as  fhoul’d  have  promoted  it,  it  be- 
<c  ing  a  Rule  laid  down  in  Hippocrates  and 
cc  all  the  ancient  Writers,  and  confirm’d  by 
€c  the  moderns,  always  to  obferve  Nature, 
cc  and  to  follow  where  ihe  guides;  fhe  never 
Cc  mifleads.”  Here  I  mull  beg  Leave,  pace 
tanti  viri ,  to  contefl  one  Part  of  this  Pa¬ 
ragraph,  and  qualify  that  Affertion,  cc  That 
Nature  never  mifleads,”  which  is  true  en¬ 
ough,  if  underitood  of  thofe  that  can  dill- 

ingtiilh. 
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inguifh  between  Symptomatica!,  and  critical 
Difeharges,  between  the  Effort  of  Difeafes 
and  the  Efforts  of  Nature,  between  the 
Marks  of  Oppreflive  Violence,  and  the  pre¬ 
ludes  of  approaching  Viftory  :  A  Phyfician 
is  doubtlefs  to  obferve  Nature,  and  to  follow 
her,  but  not  as  an  obfequious  Slave,  rather 
as  an  humble  Friend ;  the  fecret  in  curing 
Difeafes,  being  to  diftinguifh  rightly  be¬ 
tween  the  Efforts  of  Nature,  that  are  to  be 
affifted,  and  thofe  of  the  Diftemper  that  are 
to  be  deltroy’d. 

Hippocrates,  in  laying  down  the  conditi¬ 
ons  of  a  good  Sweat,  E.  4.  Aph.  36,  proves 
that  Sweats  are  not  indifcriminately  good. 
Riverius,  inffit.  p.  287.  fays,  fudor 
mult  us  in  febre  acuta  apparens  eamque  non 
imminuens  mains  ( which  was  the  Cafe  here 
April  8th^  becaufe  fays  he,  Ojlendit  humo - 
rum  multitudinem ,  quam  natura  difficile  fuper - 
are  queat ,  ££  non  niji  longo  tempore ,  quod  in 
morbis  a  cutis  non  conceditur  j  ided  periculian 
Ofi  ne  Natura  Succumb  at  ^  antequam  cottionem 
perficere  potuerit .  And  further  with  a  View  to  the 
aoove  mention’d  Aphorilm;  Sudores  qui  die  non 
criticOj  contingunt  mali  Sudores  in  principio 
niorbi  apparentes  mali .  quia  in  principio  om~ 
nia  funt  cruda.  Riverius  eflabliflies  this

Sydenham,  one  of  the  bed  pra&ical 
Writers,  fin.ee  the  Days  of  Hippocrates, 
who  obtain’d  the  Title  of  the  Fever  Dofbor, 
according  to  Spon  and  Baglivx,  by  the 
latter  of  which  he  is  ftil’d,  Artis  Nofir  re  cr~ 
nator  et  ornamentum  qui  fepofltis  opinionum 
commeniis ,  ad  obfervaticncs  prorfus  je  dedit ,  et  a 
prima  ret  ate  qd  Extremum  - ufqtie  Senium ,  cum 
Naitira  - cohabit, avit .  This  excellent  Author 
had  the  fame  Idea  of  Sweats  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  acute  Difeafes  as  Rjverius  p. 
242.  He  fays,  quod  fl  detnum  Naturam  non 
alia  Methodo  quam  per  Dlaphorefin  morbum 
vine  ere  poJfey  an  non  eos  velumus  Sudor  es  qui 
morbo  jam  fatifeente  erumpunty  et  a  previa 
J)igefiione  flaunt ,  non  vero  i  ft  os  qui  primis 
morbi  diebus ,  protrafi  ab  interrupt  a  furentis 
Nature  reconomla  nafeuntur  ?  Hujufinodi  cpimr 
Sudores  non  erunt  promovendiy  at  compeflendus 
pot  bus  iumultus  jlky  cui  ortum  tuum  debent . 


1  musj  again  exhort  you  to  deliver 
your  Aphprifms  in  a  more  modefl  Manner, 
and  to  ,,take  ,, care,  how  you  pronounce.
